“T he w o m an who can

m echanical skill, b ut a perso nality. 
H er perso nality is m o st im pressive 
when she can co nverse in go o d E ng­ 
lish o n such m atters as histo ry and 
curre nt events.” 
The sta nd ard s by which standing 
in so ciety is superficially determ ined 
as a rule are m o ney and go o d E ng­ 
lish. 
F irst im pressio ns, which o ft­ 
en are th e stro ngest, a re usually d e­ 
term ined by the speech o f the pe r­ 
so n to who m o ne is intro duced. No w, 
m any m en and w o m en w ho se skill in 
th eir vo catio ns enab les them to earn 
large w ages fo rfeit pa rt o f the re­ 
spect to w hich they a re entitled by 
th eir business success because o f 
th eir inattentio n to such m atte rs as 
the co rrect use o f E nglish, and neg­ 
lect o f the th ings th a t pro m o te cul­ 
ture. 
W ith a rtisans earning in m any in­ 
stances as m uch m o ney as success­ 
ful atto rneys and lab o rers frequent­ 
ly draw ing high er pay than clergy­ 
m en th e law yers and m inisters are 
still easily d istinguished and in so m e 
o uarters are m ure 
respected 
b e -1 
cause o f th eir greater refinem ent o f 
speech. 
U niversal co m m and o f go o d E ng­ 
lish wo uld do m o re th an anyth ing 
else to level w h atever class distinc­ 
tio ns m ay exist in th e m inds o f so m e 
perso ns. 
N o thing is m o re likely to 
increase po pular respect fo r w o rk­ 
ers w h atever th e ir vo catio n, 
th an 
universal m astery o f go o d English. 


"If yo u expect any miracles in 19 20, yo u have go t to perfo rm 
them," says Jo hn M. Siddell in the American magazine. "One o f the 
silliest human delusio ns is the idea that time will bring everything 
o ut all right. H aven't yo u heard peo ple get that o ff—and then pro ­ 
ceed to do no thing whatever with time? Left to itself, time is no th­ 
ing but a grand little passer. Lo o k ho w it passes in the desert and in 
the Arctic Orcle. Plenty o f time—but no po tato es/’ 
This fo llo ws right in line with the co mment o f ano ther writer 
who says no thing will happen fo r the better until we begin to get a 
little “perso nal reco nstructio n.” 
Time, reco nstructio n, are vague wo rds, meaning no thing unless 
acted upo n bv the individual. The mo tto o ver the desk o f o ne o f the 
mo st successful men in the co untry used to read, “All things co me 
to him who hustles while he waits.” And there is the key to success 
in 19 20. Time, says H r. Siddall, “pro vides yo u ro o m in which to 
ho ur Perfnrrn-” T hat’s really a go o d deal. to o . H ere’s 19 20. quite a lo t o f 
ro o m, 366 days, all o f them clean and fresh and ready fo r use. 
Reco nstructio n—well, transmute that into ano ther slo gan, this 
time o ne fro m a hymn: “ Brighten the co rner where yo u are.” Yo u 
arc o nly yo u. Bq yo urself yo u canno t make the Senate ratify the 
peace treaty o r feed the starving Armenians o r do uble pro ductio n 
and reduce the co ct o f living. 
But yo u are yo u, with yo ur o wn little co rner and yo ur o wn little 
year to wo rk ¡11. If yo u get yo ur o wn business in a little better shape, 
yo ur o wn life arranged alo ng mo re o rderly lines, yo ur o wn bo o k ac­ 
co unt built up a little, yo ur o wn so ul enlarged a little, yo u will have 
do ne yo ur share o f the big wo rk. And if a hundred millio n o r so o f 
us will do the same bv this time next year, that “ Reco nstructio n,” 
no w so vague and shado wy an idea, will have taken shape in marvel­ 
lo us acnievement.
